REGULATIONS  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF 
SOUTHERN  CATTLE  FEVER. 


Effective  September  25th,  1907. 

i\lJl.,E  1. — No  oattlo  from  districts  south  of  the  soutboru  cat- 
tle fever  (iiiaraiitiiie  line,  as  established  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  of  the  United  States,  or  from  any  distii<  t (luar- 
antined  on  account  of  southern  cattle  fever  by  the  same  au- 
thority, shall  be  shipped,  driven  or  otherwise  moved  into  or 
within  rennsylvania,  exceptinj^  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lowing rules.  The  phrase  “SOUTHERN  CATTLE,”  as  used 
in  these  regulations,  signilies  cattle  from  south  of  the  southern 
cattle  fever  (pia'rantine  line,  and  all  cattle  that  have  been  ex- 
posed to  the  infection  of  the  southern  cattle  fever  tick  f Boo- 
'philus  Annulatus. ) 

RULE  IT. — Cars  carrying  southern  cattle  shall  be  cou- 
k si)icuously  placarded  by  the  transportation  company  and 

mark(>d  “SOUTHERN  CATTLE.”  These  placards  shall  be 
placed  on  both  sides  of  the  car,  they  shall  show  the  name  of 
of  the  place  from  which  the  shipment  was  made,  the  date  of 
shipment  (which  must  correspond  with  the  date  on  the  way 
bills  and  other  papers),  the  name  of  the  transportation  com- 
pany or  companies  receiving  the  same  for  shipment,  and  the 
name  of  the  place  of  destination.  Each  of  the  way  bills,  con- 
ductors’ manifests,  memoranda  and  bills  of  lading  pertaining 
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to  .such  sliipiiients  hy  cars  t.r'^Loais  shall  have  tho  words 
“SOUTHEKN  CATTLE”  plainly  writ  ton  or  stamped  upon  its 
face.  Whenever  such  shipments  aie  transferred  to  another 
transportation  company  or  into  other  cars  or  into  other  boats, 
or  are  rebilled  or  reconsigued  from  one  point  in  1‘ennsylva- 
nia  to  another,  other  than  the  original  destination,  the  cars 
into  which  said  cattle  are  transferred,  the  new  way  bills,  con- 
ductors’ manifests,  memoranda  and  bills  of  lading  covering 
such  shipments  by  cars  or  boats  shall  be  marked  as  herein 
specitied.  If,  for  any  reason,  the  placards  required  by  this 
regulation  are  removed  from  the  ear,  or  are  destroyed  or  ren- 
dered illegible,  they  shall  b<‘  immediately  replaced  by  the 
transportation  comiiany  or  its  agents,  the  intention  being  that 
legible  placard.s  shall  be  maintained  on  the  car  until  the 
shipment  arrives  at  its  destination. 

EULE  III. — Southern  cattle  shall  be  kept  separate  from 
northern  or  native  cattle  at  all  stages  of  their  journey  and  at 
all  ]daces.  ^Vhen  such  cattle  are  unloaded  they  shall  be  un- 
loaded at  wharves,  docks  or  ])latforms  reserved  exclusively 
for  smdi  cattle,  and  they  shall  be  handled  tlirough  chutes  and 
alleyways  and  kept  in  pens  reserved  exclusively  for  such  cat- 
tle. Northern  or  native  cattle  shall,  under  no  circumstances, 
b(‘  jHM-initted  to  traverse  or  use  the  ]ilatforms,  chutes,  alley- 
ways,  yards,  penis,  etc.  reserved  for  tlu‘  u.se  of  southern  cattle 
until  sucli  places  have  been  satisfactorily  disinfected  and  per- 
mission to  us(‘  them  for  northern  cattle  has  been  given  by  an 
authorizcal  reqii'csent ative  of  the  TTnited  States  Ibireau  of 
Animal  Industry  or  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitaiw  Hoard  of 
reiinsylvania. 

ELIjE  IV. — Where  .southern  cattle  are  yarded  in  ])ens  ad- 
jacent to  those  us(‘d  foi-  northei-u  or  native^  cattle,  then'  shall 
b(‘  a spac(‘  not  less  than  10  feet  wide  betwei^n  the  jiens,  which 
space'  shall  not  be  occujiied  by  catth',  and  there  shall  be  on 
each  side  of  this  space  a tight  board  fence  not  less  that  .5  feet 
higli. 

TITTLE  V.  -Pens,  chutes,  alleyways,  yard.s.  etc.,  as  above 
sjmeined,  us(>d  for  handling  or  conveying  southern  cattle  shall 
be  marked  with  a conspicuous  sign  bearing  the  words  (tPAK 
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ANTINE  TENS  or  gUAKAJiTENE  YAKD,  in  letters  not  less 
than  10  inches  in  height.  If  northern  or  native  cattle  shall  be 
placed  in  the  said  pens  or  yards,  such  cattle  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  exposed  and  shall  thereafter  be  treated  in  all  re- 
spects as  southern  cattle. 

RULE  A’l. — All  cars  or  boats  which  have  carried  southern 
cattle  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  and  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  as  soon  as  possible  after  unloading  and  before 
the  said  cars  or  boats  are  again  used  for  the  transportation 
of  livestock  or  merchandise  within  this  State. 

RULE  VII. — Cattle  infested  with  BoopMlus  annuJatus  or 
southern  cattle  tick,  disseminate  the  contagious  of  splenetic, 
southern,  or  Texas  fever;  therefore,  any  cattle  which  are  in- 
fested with  the  species  of  tick  known  as  Boophilu^  ajuiidatus 
shall  be  considered  as  infected  cattle  and  shall  be  subject 
to  the  regulations  governing  soutliern  cattle. 

RULE  VIII. — Stock  yard  companies  receiving  shipments  of 
cattle  infested  with  said  tick  shall  place  the  said  catth*  in 
yards  set  aside  for  the  use  of  southern  cattle.  Transpoi’la 
(ion  companies  are  required  to  clean  and  disinfect,  in  accor 
dance  with  the  instructions  and  regulatioms  of  the  Unitt'd 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  all  cars  and  boats  which 
liave  contained  tick  infected  cattle. 

RULE  IX. — Southern  cattle  which  have  been  treated  for 
the  purpose  of  destroyed  ticks,  in  a manner  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  Slates  and  undm-  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  and  which  have  been  examined  and  ai'(‘  cei'- 
(itied  by  said  inspector  to  be  free  of  infection,  may  be  shijqxMl 
into  Pennsylvania  without  re.striction  provided,  that  they  are 
protected  from  contact  Avith  southern  cattle  and  from  infec- 
tion by  the  Boophilus  annidatios  ticks  from  the  time  of  smdi 
treatment  until  they  have  arriAmd  at  uninfected  premises  in 
Pennsylvania  aiid  provided  that  the  fact  of  such  protection  is 
certified  to  by  inspectors  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Ani 
mal  Industry. 

RULE  X. — The  shi[)ineut  and  movement  of  horses  and 
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iiiulc.s  iiit'est(‘<l  with  soiitlK'ru'cutiie  VwXs.'a  ( Boophilus  annula- 
tus)  uiaj  be  iiuide  only  iu  aceoi‘daMC“&''%vith  the  regulations  and 
rules  governing  the  shipment  of  southern  cattle. 

JiULE  XT. — Southern  cattle  shipx'od  to  a point  in  Pennsyl- 
\ania  in  accordance  with  these  rules  may  be  moved,  for 
slaughter,  from  quarantine  pens,  as  herein  si)ecified',i -dn  a 
slaught(‘r  house  not  contiguous  to  such  jieiis'  only  when  the 
t onditions  are  such  that  northern  or  native  cattle  jpi«fll  not  be, 

see- 

cither  directly  or  indirectly,  exi>osed,  and  when  special  q)er- 
mission  so  to  do  has  been  granted  in  writing  by  the  State 
Wderinarian. 

liULE  XI 1. — These  rules  shall  be  effective  and  shall  aindy 
from  the  first  day  of  February  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  ()cto- 
ber,  inclusive,  of  each  year.  ^ ^ 

Since  experience  has  showm  that  the  southern  tattle  ticks 
do  not  disseminate  the  infection  of  Southern  cattle  fever  in 
i’ennsyhania.  during  November,  TK'cemlau'  and  January; 
from  th(»  firs!  of  November  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  January^ 
imdusi\a‘,  HoiUhern  cattle  may  be  moved  into  or  within  I’enn-^ 
sylvania  without  reference  to  the  restrictions  herein  sptjwi-fted. 


Tlie  above  regulations  were  adojded  by  llu'  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Bf^ii-d  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  August  28,  1907, 
as  authorized  by  tin*  A(;ts  of  Assembly  ai)proved  May  25,  1895, 
and  May  20,  1897.
